Shall Go vernment Do Everything? 


According to a news article in the 
New York Herald Trib u ne, Henry J. Kai­ 
ser has called for “a vastly increased pro­ 
gram of pu b lic power development.’' A- 
mong his reasons for this is that private 
capital can’t do the job — and that, in ad­ 
dition, the government can provide tlfe 
power at a lower rate. 
Tak ing the second reason first, one 
wonders how Mr. Kaiser wou ld react to 
a proposal 
to have the government b u ild 
m otor cars, wihch is one of the indu stries 
in w hich he 
is active. 
The government 
cou ld sell them cheaper than a private 
mak er. 
It wou ldn’t have to pay tax es. It 
cou ld allocate scarce materials to su it it­ 
self. 
In order to lower prices it cou ld a p­ 
portion part of its cost of manu factu ring 
to pu b lic projects and draw on tax apyers 
for deficits. That is what it is doing in the 
electric power field throu ghou t the whole 
cou ntry. 
As for the inab ility of the private 
u tilities to meet ou r power needs, the re­ 
cord speak s lou der than words. 
The b ig­ 
gest and most costly ex pansion program in 
the indu stry’s history is now u nderway. 
Within three years, the capacity of the 
b u siness-managed u tilities will b e nearly 
50 per cent greater than in 1947. The only 
places in the cou ntry where the indu stry’ is 
prevented from b u ilding facilities su ffi­ 
cient to meet ex pected fu tu re demand is 
in those regions where tax -su b sidized gov­ 
ernment power monopolies mak e it impos­ 
sib le. 
If we want a socialized economy, in 
which the government provides all the b a­ 
sic goods aifcl services, let’s say so.

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Another Mi l l i on 
Teachers Needed 
In Next 10 Years 
CLEVELAND.—This country is 
'going to need more than a million 
new grade school teachers—approxi­ 
mately 100,000 a year for the next 
10 years. 
■niat was the estimate made in 
a teacher recruitment program an­ 
nounced by a joint committee of 
the National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers and the National Ed­ 
ucation association. 
The estimated need for a million 
new elementary school teachers in 
the next decade, the committee 
reported, is based on statistics show­ 
ing this breakdown: 
«, 
Statistics Cited 
To fill new positions, 277,000; to 
replace the estimated number of 
elementary teachers who will leave 
the profession, 534,000; to replace 
persons holding only emergency 
;certificates, 70,000; to fill new jobs 
created by extension of pre-school 
service, 62,000, and to reduce the 
general teaching load so as not to 
lexceed 25 pupils per teacher, 175,- 
000. The figures total 1,118 ,000. 
j The committee asked teachers, 
p arents, and other citkens to unite 
to “interest cur finest young people 
I in teaching careers by improving 
'present conditions and by showing 
youth 
what 
is 
attractive 
about 
teaching.” 
Cumulative Shortage 
“Because 
of 
an 
accumulated 
shortage,” it added, “150,000 to 
175,000 new elementary teachers 
are needed in 1948 -49. 
Yet in 1948 
only about 20,000 new elementary 
teachers were prepared by the col­ 
leges of America at levels of one, 
two, three and four years of prep­ 
aration. Fewer than 12,000 of these 
were college graduates.” 
The committee recommended no 
lowering 
of 
teacher-preparation 
standards. The group reported that 
it was found that the states with 
the lowest standards have the great­ 
est teacher shortages.
